My bodyguard was bravery Itself. 


Because of tho darkness, they with- 
hold thc.lr fire and nought to beat 
off attackers who came to grips 
with them. My house boy fearlessly 
took an exposed position and killed 
man after man of the rebels.

So avaricious were tho rebels in 


their search for loot that they tore 
from our hands packages we were

I fled down a dark alley. Dead 
lay everywhere. I stumbled over 
corpses of people horribly, killed by 
shellflre. 
I slipped in 
pools of 


blood. Finally I reached the coun- 
tryside, my guards still beside me. 
Just as we thought we were safe, 
an enemy patrol approached. 
A 


heap of dead bodies lay near. My 
guards ordered me to lie down and 
feign death. I threw myself onto 
the pile of dead and lay there. The 
patrol passed without looking. 
Hours later I reached a farm- 


house, where I obtained a coolie 
woman's dress and escaped to th 
Christian College, :outside of Can 
ton. There I met the brave W 
Ting Fang, himself near death a 
that time, who sought to cheer m 
up. 
Ho said my 
husband

reached a point of safety, but I wa 
certain he had perished In thos 
awful shambles in Canton city. 


Later, hearing the booming o 


guns of loyal warships, I knew h 
was safe and made my way to hi 
side. 


Through all the terrible expert 


enccs I suffered only a slight scalr 
wound, but there were times when 
I begged my guards to shoot me ti 
save me from torture at the hand 
of the rebels.

time, so that street dust or stable 
dirt is ground Into the tissues, go 
at once to your doctor and take 
his advice about treatment.

some reason the palms of the hands 
appear to be particularly suscept- 
ible to this form 
of 
infection. 


Wounds of this region require spe- 
cial care.

drug stores carry tho antitoxin In 
stock. Bear this in mind. 


Everybody should know some- 


thing about first aid, and every 
home, shop and factory should be 
equipped -with the simple remedies 
and dressings. Never take a chance 
about injuries.

Produced when corn was 
relatively cheap la&t year, the sur- 
vey showed lliat 65 per cent of tho 
pork returned betv'eun 2S cents 
and 75 cents per bushel of corn 
fed, with costs ranging from J3.76 
per pig in one drove to f iO-BO for 
the highest.

presence of witnesses, they would 
not have been discovered. Miss 
Taylor's outbreak furnished/ clues 
to a detective; the 
"Colonel's" 
homo was searched in his 
ab- 


sence and stolen property wns 
found in a false partition. He was 
given 1 to 5 years and the woman 
was placed on probation. 


Rociety thieves generally wait 


until some big social affair 
is 


under way beforo they operate. 
There are a number of reasons 
for this. The first. Is that the 
women of the household 
will 
briu^ all their fine jewelry from 
safety deposit boxes to wear and 
the second is that in a big- crowd 
there is less chance of detection. 
Tho thief of this type secures, 


admittance to the drawing room 
or ballroom while dancing is go- 
ing on, secures some wall-flower 
for a partner, dances with her. 
Introduces himself, is introduced

fldence ol unsuspecting people. 
Naturally the guests, expect
